It was suggested that I discuss 
today the responsibility of the 
United States as the acknow 
edged leader of the free nations 
af the world. 
Such discussions inevitably in 
volve events which run so swiftly 
and become so confusing that no 
man I know’ can analyze them 
satisfactorily.

an arrant 
fool would pretend to have the 
answers. 
Eight years ago I said from 
this forum that when World War 
FT was over we would live in 
A tle rent: world. 
Some of 
my 
friends asked me then what 
I 
meant. 
Well, we are living in 
that different world now. 
I ask 
them what they think it means. 
The Four Horsemen 
The most 
frightening fact of 
the times is this: 
The infamous 
four horsemen of the apocalypse 
—war, famine, pestilence, death 
—have been joined by a fifth 
horseman—Communism. 
Its de­ 
clared objective is to destroy the 
United States. 
Our diplomats at Lake Success 
or our generals in Korea may 
win a 
temporary respite, but 
nothing except a united America, 
armed to the teeth, can defeat 
that objective. 
Aire the men who now hold our 
national destiny in their hands 
capable of uniting America! Will 
they let France or Britain, or 
even the United Nations, 
say 
whether 100,000 American boys 
shall be slaughtered by the hea­ 
then hordes of Red China? 
I believe Truman would prefer 
to tell the diplomats to step 
aside so our soldiers can fight

But he has listened to 
the wrong people so long that he 
now finds it extremely danger­ 
ous to do what he would like to 
do.

We had turned a deaf ear to 
MacArthur to listen to Owen Lat­ 
timore. 
MacArthur had repeat­ 
edly warned us that more troops 
were needed to maintain our po­ 
sition in the Far East. 
On July 17, 1949, Lattimore 
said: “The thing to do is to let 
Korea fall but not let it look as 
though we pushed her.” 
In January, 1950, the House 
defeated the Korean aid act after 
the State Department 
insisted

as such in the bill. 
Foster Quoted 
On June 13, 1950, William C. 
Foster told the Senate:

Can Happen Elsewhere 
What has happened in Korea 
may happen in Iran, in Turkey, 
in India, in Western Germany or 
any spot upon the globe where 
Russia can persuade one of her 
satellites to provoke America to 
resist aggression against free 
If we are committed by our 
policy to give what aid we can 
to the victims of aggression we 
may have to fight a series of 
isolated wars that will whittle 
us down to Russia’s size econom­ 
ically.

Russia agreed at Potsdam in 
July, 1945, to declare war on 
Japan and agreed that Korea in 
due course would become a free 
and independent nation. 
Terms Revealed 


More than 90 per cent of those 
are American boys. What is the 
obligation of our leaders toward 
those boys? Is their loyalty in 
this crises owed first to the Unit­ 
ed Nations or to the United 
States? Our natural impulse is 
to say: 
Use every weapon we 
have to save them from death or 
capture. 
Must Bomb Bases 
That means, of course, author­ 
izing MacArthur to bomb the 
enemy’s supply bases in Manchu­ 
ria and to use the atom bomb if 
he thinks it advisable. Maybe it 
would be silly to use the bomb in 
Korea, but it could hardly be 
sillier than to tell MacArthur to 
stop the Reds but not to bomb 
their rear. 
Attlee, the head of a socialist 
government, seconded by Pleven, 
the head of a socialist govern­ 
ment, has come here to persuade 
Truman, who has led us along 
the road to socialism, not to do 
anything to the Chinese Reds 
which might incite the Russian 
Reds to start a war. 
They have already started it. 
If we come to Russia’s terms on 
Korea, they may stop it, but that 
would be surrender on our part 
and merely would postpone the 
day of final reckoning. I see no 
chance for world peace until Com­ 
munist Russia either wins world 
domination or is so soundly de­ 
feated that her people will re­ 
nounce Communist and liquidate 
its apostles. 
What do the American people 
want to do about it? An ovei- 
whelming majority of them want 
to protect those boys with every 
resource at our command. 
Total War Coming 
It may mean total way 
but 
that’s coming, anyway. It may 
mean terrible retaliation. It may 
mean universal military training. 
It will mean greatly increased 
taxes. It will mean federal con­ 
fix)! over most of our human and 
material resources. We are will­ 
ing! We are ready! We are not 
afraid! 
That is, most of us are willing 
and ready.

We need to shut the

If Senator McCarthy has 
done nothing else he has made it 
clear that Someone in Washing­ 
ton is afraid of what the records 
might show.

It barred the United 
Nations Commission from enter­ 
ing North Korea. 
In September, 1948, South Ko­ 
rea, containing two thirds of the 
population of all Korea, held a 
free election, organized the Ko­ 
rean National Assembly, elected 
Syngam Rhee as president and 
took over the reins from 
the 
United military government.

1948, 
North 
Korea 
set up the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea which 
was promptly recognized by Rus­ 
sia. Russia then began to train 
Korean military forces made up 
largely of Chinese Communists.

But some 
risk must always be accepted in 
gardening. Remember that seeds of 
tender crops can be sown a week 
earlier than their plants can be set 
out. 


Unless you live iii a tropical cli­ 
mate, every outdoor garden, task in 
your locality m ust he timed with 
reference to a key date, which is 
the average date of the last killing 
frost in spring. 
TTie number of days between this 
date and that of the first killing frost 
in fall determ ines the entire list of 
crops which can be grown. One of 
the first things the am ateur garden­ 
er should learn is the length of this 
frost-free season in his locality, and 
he should keep it in mind in select­ 
ing varieties of both vegetables and 
flowers to grow. 
In most localities there is a date 
in the spring which is accepted as 
the tim e when tender plants, which 
would be injured by frost, can be 
safely set out. It will probably be 
found to fall near the date shown 
on the U. S. Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture m ap which illustrates this 
article. 
* The dates shown on the m ap for 
the various areas give the average 
experience. There is always the 
chance of an exceptional year, when 
a frost will occur long after the

Lesson for March 4, 1951 


P 
EOPLE KEEP making your life 
shorter every day. For time I* 
the stuff of which life is made, and 
you never do have a full 24 hours 
a day. After taking out what has to

The more im portant 
you are, the more you are likely to 
be interrupted. Once there was a 
teacher who became president of the 
college where he had taught. In 
dater years he mourned the change. 
“It seems to m e,” he said, “I never 
get a 
consecutive 
half-hour any 
more to think about anything. No 
day is ever what I planned. Life 
has become one long series of in­ 
terruptions.” 
• « • 


U nscheduled Stops 
I 
HE LIFE of the M aster himself, 
to judge from what we read in 
the Gospels, was a long series of in­ 
terruptions. The tenth chapter of 
Mark is a good example. Jesus him­ 
self at this time had one great thing 
in mind: the Cross. He was going 
up to Jerusalem not to talk to beg­ 
gars or to listen to lawyers’ argu­ 
m ents or to hold interviews with 
puzzled young people. He was going 
to die. 
A m an on hit 
death-road 
m ight be spared interruptions. 
He could not be blamed if he 
said to Interrupters one and 
all: “ Sorry, I can’t be bothered. 
Cee my assistants lf there la 
anything you want done.” 


But Jesus did not say anything of 
the kind. He did not fume over the 
unscheduled stops on his life’s high­ 
way. He took time to clear up mis­ 
understandings; he took tim e for 
little children when even his best 
friends thought he ought not to be 
disturbed; he took time to answer 
the question of the rich young man; 
be did not brush off Jam es and 
John when they came to him with 
their ill-considered petition; he even 
took tim e to take care of a beggar’s 
need.

M inistries by th e W ayside 
J 
ESUS DID not always take the 
initiative in every situation, though 
indeed he controlled every situa­ 
tion. 
When the 
Pharisees asked 
him 
about m arriage he 
did not 
say, 
“Let’s not talk about m ar­ 
riage; let me suggest the topic of 
salvation instead.” When the young 
man ran up to him, Jesus did not 
ask: 
“Did you have an 
appoint­ 
m ent for an interview?" Jesus not 
only did not resent other people’s 
initiative. He never seems to have 
resented an interruption in his life. 


Does this example of Jesus 
mean that we ought not to plan 
our days ahead of time, or that 
we ought never to try to “budg­ 
e t” our time? Must we never 
plan any project, 
but 
always 
wait till other people suggest 
what we are to do? 


Not at all. Tile example of Jesus 
means that if and when interrup­ 
tions occur, if we share his spirit 
we shall not be irritated by them or 
resent them. For what Jesus did, 
always, was to make use of the in­ 
terruption. Each one was turned in­ 
to a "Wayside Ministry.” Indeed, a 
large part—some would say the 
larger part—of Jesus’ life was made 
up of just such by-the-way minis­ 
tries.

Lateral Road Take 
Away Money Bill 
Is Voted Dead 


A bill introduced to take a- 
way lateral road funds to Texas 
counties which am ount to m ore 
than 133,000 per year to P ark ­ 
er County has been killed in th e 
Texas L egislature in Austin. 


W hen several county judges 
arrived in Austin this week in 
an attem p t to save th eir county 
road funds from 
being taken 
over by the State, they learn ­ 
ed th a t those w anting to take 
away th e 
funds 
had d ec k ed 
to send the bill to sub-com m itt­ 
ee w ithout having it voted on 
while the county officials w ere 
present in A ustin. The plan was 
to bring it back 
for passage 
after the officials returned to 
th eir respective counties. 


The question before the com ­ 
m u n e was w hether to kill the 
bill as requested by the county 
judges or w hether to send it 
to the sub-com m ittee as request­ 
ed by proprents of the bill. 
R epresentative 
M anning 
of 
W ise County was on the com­ 
m ittee and Judge A lfred Mull- 
ennix who was in Austin con­ 
ferred with the representative 
and the two of them talked to 
other com m ittee m em bers prior 
to the hearing. The com m ittee 
voted to kill the bill outright by 
a vote of 15 to 3. 
According to Judge M ullen- 
nix, 
R epresentative 
M anning 
was largely responsible for get­ 
ting the bill killed by his hard 
work on the other m em bers be­ 
fore th e com m ittee hearing.
